Washington, I). C., Feb. 21.—Coun­ 
tess Jeanne von BernstorfT, wife of 
Count Johann von BernstorfT, former 
German Ambassador to the United 
States, who before her marriage in 
Berlin on November 12, 1887, was 
Miss Jeanne Luokemeyer, daughter of 
Edward Luckemeyer, a wealthy New 
York merchant, filed suit today in the 
District of. Columbia Supreme Court 
against Francis I*. Garvin, alien prop­ 
erty custodian, for the return of near­ 
ly $1,000,000 in cash, sctocks and 
bonds, which, she claims, w'ere un­ 
lawfully seized and and are now be­ 
ing unlawfully detained under the 
tradin.g-with-the-enemy act. 
The stock«, bonds and moneys weie 
at the time of their seizure as enemy 
owned property in the custody of the 
banking firm of J. J\ Morgan & Co., 
the Countess claims. 
She sets forth 
in the petition, filed by Attorney A. 
G. Swiger of New York, that she did 
not acquire any of this property, ei­ 
ther directly or indirectly, from any 
citizen or subject of Germany or Aus­ 
tria, but inherited all of it from her 
father under a provision of his will 
by which Edward Luckemeyer be­ 
queathed half of his estate, valued at 
more than $2,500,000, to her mother 
and the other half to her. 
Swiger included in the petition the 
birth 
certificate 
of 
the 
Countess, 
showing her American birth, a copy 
of thi* will of Edward Luckemeyer, 
and a photographic copy of a pass­ 
port issued to him by the State De­ 
partment in 1S48 <-n the occasion of 
his visit to his ancestral home in Ger­ 
many. 
The Countess, who gives her 
present residence as Starnburg, Up­ 
per Bavaria, but who is sojourning 
in Berlin, claims that, her father was 
an American citizen at the time of 
her birth, therefore eliminating her 
entirely from the alien class. 
The list of stocks and bonds includ­ 
ed in the petition shows that Lucke­ 
meyer invested his fortune heavily in 
bonds of American railroad and in­ 
i'us trial concerns. 
The Countess asks that the Alien 
1’roperty Custodian give a full and 
complete account of these properties, 
ami also that he explain why and 
wherefore of this seizure. 
No men­ 
tion is made of any treaty tending 
to forbid 
the seizure of 
personal 
property of an Ambassador of a for­ 
eign country or that belonging to his 
family.

generally approved. This bill sought 
to repeal the law' under which 
the 
Lincoln Housing Trust of St. Louis 
obtained its charter; if enacted into 
law the enterprise would have been 
closed out. 
The McCullougdi bill had the active 
support of the building and 
loan as­ 
sociations. 
That such support was 
entirely disinterested may frankly be 
doubted. 
It is obvious that the Lin­ 
coln Housing Trust enters a field oc­ 
cupied by the building and loan as­ 
socia tions and, therefore, is actually 
or prospectively a competitor. 
That the building and loan associa­ 
tions do not meet all the requirements 
of their field is evidenced by 
the 
serious housing shortage. 
There is 
room, and need, for other loan agen­ 
cies through which people will be en­ 
abled to build homes. 
It must be borne in mind, too, that 
financial machinery, like agricultural 
machinery, or any other kind of ma­ 
chinery, is subject to continuous im­ 
provement. 
Finance has its Edison*, 
even as electricity has. 
It would be 
as absurd to say that the building 
and loan association is the last word 
in that line as to say, for example, 
that the automobile has reached its 
ultimate, or that he latest airplane 
model is he ne plus ultra. 
It has been explained that the Lin­ 
coln Housing Trust is the adaptatio 
of a plan that has operated success­ 
fully in other countries. 
It is proper 
to say that the men identified with 
the organization and management of 
the local company are men of char­ 
acter and capacity who would not as­ 
sociate themselves with any project 
that was not sound and who may be 
expected to conduct the business pro­ 
gressively.

sunflowers before

hearing on the regular tariff which 
is being prepared for the incoming 
Congres. 
H. C. Hensley represented 
the growers before this Committee 
Wednesday, February 16th, and sub­ 
mitted a statement which was writ­ 
ten into the records of the Commit- 
ee. 
This brief poined out 
the de­ 
velopment of the 
industry 
in this 
section 
showing that 
the 
district 
could product enough sunflower seed 
to supply the nation, but that 
the 
growers were 
unable 
to 
compete 
with Argentina farmers who produc­ 
ed tne crop on cheaper land 
with 
lower priced labor and have a freight 
rate to New York of 61.3 cents per 
100 lbs. less than the Missouri farm ­ 
er. 
The committee was greatly inter­ 
ested in the Association and it 
is 
reasonably 
certain to assume 
that 
sunflowers will be placed on the pro­ 
tected list. Representative Hays, and 
Senator Spencer are 
interested 
in 
giving the growers protection as well 
as the Tariff Department 
of 
the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
which is looking after the interests 
of our growers along lines of duties 
on farm products. 
The Summary of 
the brief filed with the Tariff Com­ 
mittee is as follows: 


1. 
The growers of sunflower seed 
in Missouri have made practically no 
money in producing the crop since its 
introduction in 1912. 


2. 
Each year sunflower seed 
has 
been imported and sold on American 
markets. 


3. 
Due to low cost of production 
in foreign countries and low freight 
rates, sunflower seed is being laid 
down in America for less than 
the 
cost of production here. 


4. 
If given 
adequate 
protection 
American growers can and will pro­ 
duce the requirements of the nation. 
5. 
A tariff of two cents a pound 
on seed and twenty cents a gallon on 
oil will afford the necessary protec­ 
tion to the industry. 
Anything less 
will invite foreign competition and 
discourage American production.

with the fact that the time of their 
maturity Interferes little with the har­ 
vesting of the cereals and other f irm 
work, have much to do with their pop­ 
ularity.

Every year the people of the United 
States lose over .$200,000,000 directly 
(and no one knows how tnucli Indi­ 
rectly) through diseases of farm ani­ 
mals. 
This is a large toll when di­ 
vided on a per capita basis, and when 
It comes home to the farm stock-rais- 
er who finds a valuable animal dead in 
the barn, or an epidemic spreading In­ 
to his herd, the loss is sometimes disas­ 
trous. 
The most regrettable feature 
of the case is that probably three- 
fourths of the loss could be prevented. 


F iv e Causes of Disease. 
There are five principal causes of 
disease and death of farm animals — 
contagious diseases, sporadic disease, 
parasitic troubles, accideuts and neg­ 
lect. 
Contagions 
diseases 
can 
be 
avoided, or at least their consequences 
greatly diminished, if farm ers will 
learn to co-operate with the United 
States Departm ent of Agriculture and 
the various state livestock and sani­ 
tary authorities, who are striving to 
maintain 
animal 
health. 
Farm ers 
should report promptly to the nearest 
officials any suspicion of the presence 
of contagious disease, and they should 
observe carefully all regulations in re­ 
gard to quarantine, 
sanitation, 
and 
care of animals, as protection against 
contagion. 
Tuberculosis is one of the worst 
scourges among animals and it thrives 
best in damp, dark, ill-ventilated sta­ 
bles. 
It *s less common among ani­ 
mals running at large. 
Light, dry, 
well-ventilated stables and dry, clean 
barnyards or paddocks are essential to 
the health of farm animals. 
One val­ 
uable point in combating contagious 
diseases, especially tuberculosis, is to 
start the herd with animals that not 
only are free from disease, but are of

more difficult. As soon as picked, the 
fowls should be hung in a cool place 
until thoroughly cold.

When birds are scalded before re­ 
moving the feathers, they are im­ 
mersed in water slightly below the 
boiling point, as soon as they are 
through bleeding.

Official tests of herds are made 
on request and through co-operation of 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture with livestock sanitary offi­ 
cials. 
Purchase of breeding stock 
from these h e r d s is a wise precaution. 
Care also should be taken to obtain 
stock adapted to climatic and local 
conditions. 
The other sources of ani­ 
mal loss are largely a m atter of In­ 
telligent and careful handling. 
Sporadic and 
incidental 
diseases, 
such as disorders of the digestive and 
respiratory 
tracts, 
can 
be avoided 
largely by proper handling and feed­ 
ing. A proper balancing of rations has 
a material influence on the health of 
live stock. Too much of any food ele­ 
ment Is likely to result in digestive 
disorders, thus predisposing the ani­ 
mal to disease. 


Parasitic diseases also carry off 
large numbers of valuable animals 
every year. They are largely the re­ 
sult of improper housing and neglect. 
The average farm er can not be ex­ 
pected to have the time and aptitude 
for study which will keep him apace 
with the latest developments in feeds' 
and 
feedi*^, 
animal 
nutrition 
and 
medicines, hygiene, and other import­ 
ant m atters related to the stock-rais­ 
ing Industry. 
He can, however, avail’ 
himself of the benefit of the studies 
and dem onstrations of specialists who 
have devoted their entire time to these 
subjects. Every state agricultural col­ 
lege m aintains a corps of specialists 
whose publications and services are 
available. 
Department Offer« A id. 
The department of agriculture is 
constantly giving out Important in­ 
formation In books aflad bulletins which 
may be had on request and in every 
state the department has representa­ 
tives combating animal diseases.

Is well to consult a local veterinarian 
In case of any disturbing symptoms 
and to report to the state veterinarian 
or the United States Department of 
Agriculture, any symptoms which In­ 
dicate the possibility of an epidemic.

tween the prices for live and dressed 
fowl making it worth while. 
Attractive appearance is of 
nuch i 
importance in selling poultry; there­ 
fore, the producer who plans to market 
hlfl poultry dnesed should study the 
details of killing, dressing and packing, j 
In order to prepare the products In 
the best possible manner. 
Require 
ments for dressing and packing vary 
somewhat in different markets, and it 
will pay the producer to learn any 
special demands of the distributing 
point to which he intends shipping. 


K iliin g, Dressing, and Packing. 
The birds should be kept without 
feed from 18 to 24 hours before killing, 
unless they are to be drawn, special­ 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture say. In the latter case, 
they should have no feed for at lea- 
10 hours before killing. 
When ready 
to kill, suspend the fowl by the leg- 
and, using a knife, cut the vein at the 
back of the throat through the mouth. 
As soon as this vein is cut run the 
point of the knife through the roof of 
the 
mouth 
into 
the 
brain, 
which j 
causes the bird to lose all sense of 
feeling. 
The fowl can be paralyzed j 
also by a blow on the head, instead of 
piercing the brain.

lower priced labor and have a freight 
rate to New York of 61.3 cents per 
100 lbs. less than the Missouri farm 
er. 
The com m ittee was greatly inter­ 
ested in the Association and it 
is 
reasonably 
certain to assume 
th at 
sunflowers will be placed on the pro 
tected list. Representative Hays, and 
Senator Spencer are 
interested 
in 
giving the growers protection as well 
as the Tariff Departm ent of 
the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
which us looking after the interests 
of our growers along lines of duties 
on farm products.

No Perennial Hay Plant* Will Produc* 
Well on Poor, Sandy Soil—Moat 
G rat* Seed* Are Small and 
Require Good Seedbed. 


(Prepared by the United State* Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.} 
While timothy aotl red clover un­ 
doubtedly are the L»ei«t hay crop* on 
good roll* in the northca^iem guarter 
of the United State*», they obould by 
no means be depended on to produce 
maximum yields of soils. 
Other hay 
(Tops are better suited and are more 
dependable in some cases and under 
particular soil conditions. 
Aisike clo­ 
ver, for example, is better adapted to 
sour and moist soils than common red 
clover, and the two mixed together and 
seeded on some uplands often insures 
a crop where the latter seeded alone 
would fall. 
Redtop is the best wet­ 
land grass and on such land a mixture 
of red-top meadow fescue, and alsike 
clover usually 
gives good returns. 
While no hay grasses can he depend­ 
ed upon to make a commercial crop on 
poor land, redtop, orchard jrru*«. and 
tall oats-gras* are lietter than any 
others. 
These are facts dlacussHi in 
detail in Farmers' Bulletin No. 1170, 
Meadow’s for the Northern States, 
just issued and ready for distribution 
by the United Stat*** Department of 
Agriculture. 
Haa Bulk of Tame Hay Acreage. 
In ^hat section ef the United States, 
north of and including Temw***ee, and 
east of central Nebraska, Kansas and 
the Dakotas, is found 83 i«*r cent of 
the tame hay acreage of the nation. 
Eighty-eight per cent of this acreage 
is needed to timothy and clover. While

It tnay be 
made part of the gate inside a vault, 
or may have any other structural re­ 
lation to the vaults that Is deemed 
desirable.

There is Ittle difference of opinion 
a* to the plants to be seeded on rich 
well-drained land. 
Timothy is .seeded 
alone if the hay Is to be sold on the 
market, and timothy and clover, often 
mixed with redtop. where part or ell 
of the hay is utilized cm the farm. 
Some of the advantages of these plants 
are that they have good seed habit*, 
especially timothy and redtop. 
Red 
clover ia a deep-rooted legume, an«l 
has a beneficial effect on succe« «ting 
crops. 
Timothy Is considered by feeder* 
the best hay for horses, and clover, 
or clover and timothy mixed produce 
letter yields and are excellent for cat­ 
tle and sheep. The comparatively long 
jjeriod during which these plants may 
be left standing without serious de­ 
terioration before cutting, together 
with the fact that the time of their 
maturity Interferes tittle w ith the har­ 
vesting of the cereal* and other farm 
work, have much to do with their pop­ 
ularity. 
The most serious objection to the 
red clover and timothy mixture is due 
to the difference in time of their ma­ 
turity. the former usually being ready 
to cut two weeks before the latter. 
For this reason mammoth «‘lover, a va­ 
riety of the common red, which 1» 
somewhat later In maturing, is some­ 
times substituted for red « lover in the 
seed mixture. 
There are many soils along the 
«outlie™ border of the area under dis­ 
cussion which will give a larger hay 
yield if seeded to orchard grass, tall 
oats-grasa, and alsike clover than if 
«»eded to timothy, redtop and red clo­ 
ver. 
These soils are usually poor in 
«»rganlc matter and are Inclined to 
be «our. 
It Is important that this 
mixture be cut when the plants first 
head out, for If harvesting 1» delayed 
they will make a tough, less palatable 
hay. 
This is especially true of or­ 
chard grass. 
If cut early, however, 
this hay will be relished by all classes 
«•f live stock.

recommends the following mixture: 
Orchard fra**, 34 pounds; tall oats- 
f r tat , 19 pounds; alsike clover, 6 
paonda par acre.

Farmer Enabled to Determine Num­ 
ber of Day* of Man and Hor*«

A record kept of farm labor does 
not r««iulre much time, yet it is often 
the mean* of saving labor costs. The 
labor records show just how much 
labor and team work Is required on 
each crop and the ilme In the season 
when it is used. 
They should show 
what proportion of the labor It de­ 
voted to w«»rk that produces an In­ 
come and the amount that is consumed 
on odd Jobs of unproductive ta*ks. 
This will enable the farmer to de­ 
termine the number of days of man 
and horse labor necessary to produce 
an acre of any crop, or the eare of 
any class of animals for a yeur says 
the United State* Department of Agri- | 
culture. Thus h«* may ! ** able to re- i 
arrange his system of management ; 
so that he can g«*t along with less * 
labor and at the same time maintain ( 
pr< »d action. 
A year's labor records show also 
just how much man power and horse 
power is necesfary to run th«* entire 
farm at different seasons, and point 
out accurately Just when the rush sea­ 
son* occur. With such record* before 
him, the fanner knows approximately 
what his: labor requirements will be 
in advance of the rush season. 
He 
i* able !<• increase or decrease the 
different farm enterprises and fit them 
together until he haa outlined a com­ 
plete year’s work with an even load 
of labor for the entire beuson.

POULTRY PACKED 
FOR CITY TRADE 


Producers Must Carefully Study 
and Cater to Peculiar Re­ 
quirements of Market. 


NEAT PACKAGE IS ESSENTIAL 


Specialisti of Department of Agricul­ 
ture Give Direction« for Killing, 
Droning and Packing—-Dry 
Picking Favored. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture.) 
Poultry profits often depend largely 
on the marketing, and the producer 
ehould study demands to learn how. 
where, and when to dispose of hia 
products to the hest advantage. 
It 
often pays to dress the fowl at home 
for certain markets, the difference be­ 
tween the prices for live and drewed 
fowl making it worth while. 
Attractive appearance is of much 
Importance In selling poultry; there­ 
fore, the producer who plans to market 
hla poultry dressed should study the 
details of killing, dressing and packing, 
in order to prepare the products In 
the best possible manner. 
Require­ 
ments for dressing and parking vary 
somewhat In different markets, and it 
win pay the produo-r to learn any 
special demands of the distributing 
I*olnt to which he intends shipping. 
Killing, Dressing, and Packing. 
The birds should be kept without 
feed from 18 to 24 hours before killing, 
unless they are to be drawn, special­ 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture say. In the latter case 
they should hare no feed for at least 
10 hours before killing. Wheal ready 
to kill, suspend the fowl by the leg­ 
end, using a knife, cut the vein at the 
back of the throat through the mouth. 
As soon as this vein is cut run the 
point of the knife through the roof of 
the month Into the brain, which 
causes the bird to lose all sense of 
feeling. 
The fowl can be paralyzed 
also by a blow on the head. Instead of 
piercing the brain. 
In most markets dry-picked Mrds 
are preferred. Immediately after kill­ 
ing, while the bird is still bleeding, 
the picker removes the feathers, being 
careful not to tear the skin. 
If the 
picker waits until the bird Is neatly

«•old, removing the feathers will be 
more difficult. As soon as picked, the 
fowls should be hung in a cool place 
until thoroughly cold. If the weather Is 
warm and the fowls are to be packed 
in Ice, they should Ik* placed In a 
tank of Ice water and left until all the 
animal heat has left the body. 
When birds are scalded before re­ 
moving the feathers, they an- im­ 
mersed iu water slightly below tbe 
boiling point, as soon as they are 
through bleeding. 
The birds should 
be Immersed three or four times and 
then picked clean, care being t&keu 
not to break the skin. 
Be careful 
not to overscald, as this will cause 
the outer surface of the akin to rub 
off. Then It Is placed In cold water, 
where it should remain for 15 to 20 
minutes. If the fowl is to be shipped 
dry it should be hung up until the 
skin becomes thoroughly dry. 
Poultry which is to be sold direct 
to the consumer should be drawn be­ 
fore it Is cooled. 
Poultry which is 
»old to the market should not be 
drawn, as it will keep better not 
drawn than if drawn. 
A slit large 
enough to adfnit the lingers 1a made 
from near the end of the keel bone 
toward the vent. 
'Then cut carefully 
around tbe vent uud pull out the in­ 
testines, leaving in all the other or­ 
gans, unless the consumer’s require­ 
ments are otherwise. 
Should Be Packed Solidly. 
When the birds have been thor­ 
oughly cooled, they are ready for 
packing. 
Packages for d reused poul­ 
try vary, but they should be neat and 
small enough to be easily handled. 
Lice the Inside of the box* .s or bar­ 
rels with clean, unprinted paper, and 
pack the birds solidly, so they will 
not shift In the package, hut be care­ 
ful not to bruise them. For delivery 
to retail customers, pasteboard boxes 
of sufficient size to hold one or two 
birds are very attractive. When poul­ 
try la to be packed tfi Ice, barrels are 
cmeraUy used, packing them with al­ 
ternate layers of ice.

Contagious Maladloa, Sporadic All- 
manta, Parasitic Trouble#, Aeel- 
dcntc and Nogioct Are Alt 
Quite Disastrous.

Every year the people of the United 
States lose over <200,000,000 directly 
(and no one knows how much Indi­ 
rectly) through diseases of farm ani­ 
mals. 
This la a large toll when di­ 
vided on a per capita basis, and when 
it comes home to the farm stock-rala- 
er who finds a valuable animal dead la 
the barn, or an epidemic spreading in­ 
to hla herd, the loss is sometimes disas­ 
trous. 
The most regrettable feature 
of the case is that probably three- 
fourths of the loss could be prevented. 
Five Caueee of Dleaaae. 
There are five principal causes of 
disease and death of farm animals — 
contagious diseases, sporadic disease, 
parasitic troubles, accidents and neg­ 
lect. 
Contagious diseases can 
be 
avoided, or at least their consequences 
greatly diminished. If farmers will 
learn to co-operate with the United 
8tates Department of Agriculture end 
the various state livestock and sani­ 
tary authorities, who are striving to 
maintain 
animal 
health. 
Farmers 
should report promptly to the nearest 
officials any suspicion of the presence 
of coDtagloos disease, and they should 
observe carefully all regulations In re­ 
gard to quarantine, 
sanitation, 
and 
care of animals, as protection against 
contagion. 
Tuberculosis is one of the worst 
scourges among animals anil it thrive* 
best in damp, dark, lil-ventllated sta­ 
bles.

Light, dry, 
well-venrii&ted stables and dry, clean 
barnyards or paddocks are essential to 
the health of farm animals.
